A N 1 -YPENSIVE SYSTt-M. 
T he K nights ot Labor Said to he lu U rgent 
N eed of Funds. 
P h ila u elp h ia , April 24th.—The need of 
ready money above current expenses, 
which are now paid with difficulty, is the 
source of much concern to tn- General Ex­ 
ecutive Board of tbe Knightsof Labor. At 
a recent session of the Board $10 000 was 
appropriated to start a printing office, but 
aside from the brownstone headquarters, 
worth $60,000, the only available property 
is the Cornellburg coal mine, in Ohio. The 
sale of this has been authorized, and the 
Board expect to realize enough to get the 
printing office well under way, and thereby 
lessen the enormous printing bill, which 
amounted to $49.000 last year. The sale of 
tbe mine, however, will do but little to im­ 
prove the condition of the finances. 
A member of the Board admits that 
there is barely enough money in the treas­ 
ury to pay current expenses and keep the 
machinery going until the payment of tbe 
July per capita tax. Tbe quarterly returns 
are far from satisfactory, and unless the 
money is received between this date and 
July the force at the general offices will 
have to be further reduced. The expenses 
of the order are now very heavy. During the 
year 1885-86 the order gained nearly 60 000 
mem hers, and the total expenses were 
$105,795. Under the present administra­ 
tion, for 1886 87 the order lost 2L7.000 
members, and the total expenses were 
$491,683.

Washington, April 24th.—The tariff de­ 
bate was more lively to-day than was an­ 
ticipated when it opened a week ago. Mc­ 
Millan devoted considerable time to a 
review and criticism of the speech made by 
Judge Kelley last week, and Kelley cross’d 
swords successfully with his Tennessee op­ 
ponent. 
Burrows of Michigan followed McMillan 
and made the most popular and taring 
speech that has vet been beard on the sub­ 
ject. He surprised the House by the able 
manner in which he dissnssed the question. 
Clardy of Missouri and Buchanan of 
New Jersey were prepared to follow Mc­ 
Millan and Burrows, but an effort made by 
Mills to hold a night session was def-ated. 
To-morrow will be devoted to tbe debate, 
and Barnnni and Brown of Indiana will 
make the principal speeches.

Inform ation F n h lish ed in R egard to the 
Chiuch-Rug.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
T h e S enate. 
W ash in gton. April 24 h.—Thesession o{ 
the Senate to day was opened with prayer 
by Rev. Dr II. Pereira Mendez, the rabbi 
ot the Spanish and Portuguese congrega­ 
tion of New Y’ork. This is the second in­ 
stance, probably, in the history of the Gov­ 
ernment when a Jew has offered prayer in 
the Senate. 
Among the bills reported from the com­ 
mittees and placed on the calendar was the 
following: To pro vi* I e for the erection of 
public buildiDgs for Post -ffices in towns 
anil cities where Postoffic8 receipts for 
three years preceding have exceeded $3 000 
annually. The bill was recommended by 
the Postmaster-General. 
Hale offered a resolution directing the 
Civil Service Commissioners to furnish lists 
of all persons certified for appointment to 
the Patent Office from March. 1885, to 
March, 1888, and lists of all persons selected 
and appointed under such certification. 
Adopted. 
The House bill appropriating$200,000 for 
an arsenal at Columbia, Tenn., passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the international copyright bill, the 
question being on the amendment offered 
yesterday by Morrill, providing that news­ 
papers and periodiials may copy articles 
from foreign newspapers and periodicals. 
After an interesting discussion the bill 
was laid aside without action and the Sen­ 
ate proceeded to the consideration of the 
bill for the establishment of a Bureau ot 
Animal Industry. 
-T he H ouse. 
W ash in gton. April 24th.—In the House 
to-day the Committep on Elections sub­ 
mitted a report in the case of Frank vs. 
Glover, of the Ninth Congressional District 
of Missouri. It finds Glover, the sitting 
member, entitled to his seat. To the ca­ 
lendar. 
Bills were reported and placed upon the 
calendar for the erection of public buildings 
at Cheyenne, Wv. T., and increasing tbe 
appropriation for the purchase of a site for 
a public building at San Krancisco. 
A resolution providing for the investiga­ 
tion of the strike on the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy Railway was reported 
back, and referred to the Committee of the 
Whole. 
Mills of Texas asked unanimous consent 
that all the gentlemen might he allowed to 
print in the Record any remarks upon the 
subject of the tariff, but Reed objected. 
Tbe House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the tariff bill, the floor being 
accorded to McMillan of Tennessee. 
During the course of his speech McMillan 
declared that tbe internal revenue system, 
against which the gentleman from Penn­ 
sylvania (Kelley) inveighed, had not been 
inaugurated by the Democratic party. 
Kelley admitted that tbe Democratic 
party had not enacted the taw, but declared 
that it had made it necessary for the Re­ 
publican party, which remained in Con­ 
gress during tbe war, to provide the sinews 
for that war, and thus forced that partv to 
resort to internal taxes and all the hard­ 
ships resulting from them. 
McMillan replied that the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania not only inaugurated 
the internal taxes of which he complained, 
but he put the tax cn railroads and in­ 
comes and thecapital and deposits of banks, 
but these latter had been removed, and 
those which the gentleman said worked 
hardships had never been removed. The 
gentleman had done the very thing for 
which he said the Democratic party was 
responsible for not doing. He (McMillan) 
remembered the gentleman coming before 
the House and saying that he favored the 
repeal of the system, but that his caucus 
determined otherwise, and he bowed his 
neck to tbe yoke. [Democratic applause.] 
ICeiley—“Has that not been done by 
your Democratic caucus?” [Applause on 
the Republican side.] 
McMillan—“Does your party favor the 
total repeal of the internal revenue sys­ 
tem ?” 
Kelley—“I speak for myself. ’ 
McMillan—“Who will speak for your 
party?” [Laughter.] 
Kelley—"Will you vote for such an 
amendment?” 
McMillan—“I do not propose to vote for 
such an amendment ” 
Reed—“ Then what are you talking 
about?” 
McMillan—“It is stated that sixty mill­ 
ion dollars are annually received from in­ 
ternal taxes. If these taxes were removed 
where does the gentleman from Pennsyl­ 
vania propose to get revenue? Did he pro­ 
pose to replace tire tax on tea and coffee t" 
Kellpy—"No.” 
McMillan—“You have not the courage to 
do it.” 
Kelley—“Have you and your party the 
courage to tax tea and coffee ?” 
McMillan—"We do not propose to take 
off the internal taxes.” 
“ There are none of us so brave, ' was 
Reed’s comment. 
McMillan spoke at considerable length, 
and was followed by Burrows of Michigan. 
The deiiate will be resumed to-morrow. 
The committee then rose, atul an attempt 
was made to have a night session, but it 
was defeated by tbe Republicans refusing 
to vote^and leaving the Hoase without a 
quorum. Tbe House then adjourrortl.

THE PROPOSED EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO. 


H . M. Van Arman, who ¡«said to be an 
im migration agent of the Southern Pacific 
Company, proposes to associate twenty 
counties of Northern California in an ef­ 
fort to make a N orthern California exhibit 
at Chicago. 
The real estate market of 
Southern California having fallen flat, the 
northern portion of the State will now be 
heir to the kindly attention of all immi­ 
gration effort and real estate speculation, 
and much good may be expected to result. 
The plan under consideration proposes that 
twenty counties shall contribute $">00 a 
month, to be expended under Mr. Van 
Arman’s direction, in rent and help-hire. 
The question ¡is to the expediency of the 
plan is scarcely debatable. 
It will be a 
good thing to exhibit California products 
in Chicago or any other city, but the suc­ 
cess of the undertaking will depend upon 
the manner of its administration, and the 
questions the counties have a right to ask 
are numerous and varied. 
In the first 
place, nearly all undertakings of this kind 
in the past have degenerated into mere 
subsidies for private real estate enterprises, 
and before entering upon the scheme the 
counties expected to advance the money 
ought to have every guarantee that Mr. 
Van Arman would not under any circum­ 
stances beeome agent for the sale of prop­ 
erty upon which commission* would be 
paid to him, or to any one 
.onnected 
with 
the 
exhibit ; 
that 
the 
ex­ 
hibit 
is 
not 
intended, 
either 
di­ 
rectly or indirectly, intim ately 
or re­ 
motely, to be an adjunct of a real-estate 
bureau. 
There is no question here of 
friendliness or unfriendliness to the under­ 
taking. The R e c o r d - U n i o n at least is not 
to be deterred from presenting the real 
considerations nnderlyiug the case through 
any fear that it will be charged with un­ 
friendliness to the section of the State in 
which it is most directly interested. 
Be­ 
hind all such considerations all the ille­ 
gitim ate undertakings hide themselves. 
We raise no question concerning the legiti­ 
macy or illegitimacy of the proposition 
now before the counties of Middle or 
N orthern California. 
W hat we do pro­ 
pose is that an exhibit which is under­ 
taken with the promise that it shail not in 
any res¡>ect be subordinate or subsidiary to 
transactions in private lands upon which 
commissions arise, shall remain so fully, 
fairly and completely. 
Counties should, 
therefore, make themselves masters of all 
the facts of the situation. 
They should 
know absolutely whether it is proposed to 
allow any one connected with it, either 
directly or remotely to sell real estate and 
receive a commission on such sale; whether 
any one having an office in the building 
where the exhibition is to be made will lie 
allowed to present real estate for sale. 
If 
real estate transactions approach the ex­ 
hibition in any way they will become par­ 
amount, and the exhibition suliordiuate. 
Such is the solier fact underlying the situ­ 
ation, and it is well now as well as here­ 
after to look the matter calmly in the face, 
and take hostages for the future.

He declares that it is necessary th at ‘‘the 
best blood of the best races upon the earth 
must come to regenerate ours, and make it a 
blood so vigorous that it will take in and 
assimilate China's surplus hundred m ill­ 
ions, when she shall empty that goblet 
upon our shores.” 
Indeed ! If Dr. Storre 
has read history to any profit; if he has 
any true knowledge of the experim ent of 
Chinese assimilation upon the Pacific Coast, 
he ought to know th at China’s surplus 
million is far more likely to be the ab­ 
sorbing body, than to assimilate with the 
Anglo-Saxons of the Pacific Coast. 
If he 
has read history to any purpose, he will 
recall that the assimilation of races has 
not been eminently successful in any large 
number of cases. 
The Celt has resisted 
the absorbing process check by jowl with 
the English; the American aborigne is 
fading from existence, but leaves little trace 
of iiaving been race absorbed ; the African 
and his descendants are m ultiplying more 
rapidlv in the midst of the white skins of 
America than are the la tte r; the German 
retains his race integrity in the midst of 
Europe under the strongest temptations 
to absorb and to mingle. 
In fact the 
persistence with which races maintain 
themselves appear to have escaped the at­ 
tention of Dr. Slorrs. 
Nor does he ap(iear 
to lie aware of the fact th at in the assimi­ 
lative process it is by no means certain 
that the better blood prevails. 
On the 
contrary, the history of the Mongol and 
T artar tribes show that their blood has 
oftener overcome 
than 
yielded. 
The 
Chinese are the last people in the world to 
be al>sorbed. 
They are more distinctively 
a race than any other; they are bound by 
superstition, tradition, thought and blood 
to maintain themselves against all civiliz­ 
ing influences; by religion, hahit, industrial 
conditions, morals and blood they are to-day 
more firmly planted as a race than any of 
the tribes of men. 
Mr. Storrs should run 
out to California for a few weeks and study 
our thirty years of experim ent with the 
Chinaman. He would profit by the observ­ 
ation, and modify his views accordingly. 


A p u b l i s h e r of books in New York has 
busied himself in sending throughout the 
country a circular urging people to write 
to their Senators to favor the bill for the 
issuance of fractional currency. 
We want 
none of it in California ; we kept it out of 
our financial system when it was a legal 
tender, and however doubtful the legality 
of the Act upon which we based our pol­ 
icy, the people of California had no reason 
to regret it. 
W hy should we have a re­ 
issue of trartional currency? The circular 
referred to advances these reasons : There 
is need for small bills that publishers 
may transm it and receive them through 
the mails and thus save the cost of a postal 
note, and which is issued only from money- 
order offices. 
There is need for small 
change that may lie more conveniently 
enrried than silver. 
The objections to the bill are many and 
strong. The loss to the people by the use 
of fractional currency vastly exceeds the 
cost of the use of pcrAal notes. This loss 
may lie estimated from the basis of the 
fact that several 
millions 
of 
dollars 
of the 
face 
value 
of the old 
frac­ 
tional 
currency 
has 
never 
been pre* 
scnted for redemption. 
Of course these 
millions 
were 
lost 
by 
much 
wear, 
by working out of vest jKickets, by being 
mislaid among old pu|>cre, and a score of 
other means by which a small, worn and 
dirty bit of pajier can be lost by its owner. 
Probably u very considerable portion of 
the sum is missing because it was de­ 
stroyed by means not nearly so likely to 
ojierate where silver is usee. 
There is no 
general demand by the people for a re­ 
issue of the fractional currency. 
There is 
already au ample supply and a large sur­ 
plus of small silver coins. 
Their values 
can be trau.-mitted through the mails by 
at least two methods, neither of which 
can possibly involve loss of the money, 
while transmission of notes by mail can­ 
not lie guaranteed, not even by registry. 
The fractional currency—because it would 
be much haudled—would lie liable to lie- 
come the vehicle for the transmission of 
diseases, as has been the case in well- 
established instances. 
Moreover, no one 
who pauses t* thiuk about it much, wants 
to have the ragged wad of small and dirty 
notes, that have lieen thumbed by all 
manner of people, supplant the ban! coin 
in the pocket. There is satisfaction in 
knowing that, while the measure Las—we 
believe—pa.-sed the House, it will not re­ 
ceive favor in the Senate. 


I t is a hum iliating thought that iu this 
and of equal rights and free men it was 
necessary for the Republicaus of Louisiana 
to appeal to the Courts for such judicial 
mandatos as would secure them fair play 
at the polls oil the 17th instant.

A l e t t e r has been made public ad­ 
dressed by the Chinese Government tn the 
British M inister in China less than two 
years ago, iu which the former urged the 
Government of the latter to aid it in pre­ 
venting the emigration of Chinese to the 
United States. It was recited that the peo­ 
ple of the United States did not desire to 
receive the em igrants; that the feeling in 
California was very hostile to Chinese; 
that China did not desire its people to 
emigrate, but that w ithout the concur­ 
rence of the British Government, controll­ 
ing as it does all exodus from the port 
of Hongkong, the Chinese Government 
was jiowerless to prevent the outgo. The 
Chinese Foreign Office went so far as to 
say that it was opposed to the return of 
such Chinese to America as came back to 
China from this country, except they left 
behind them families or property. This 
expression is remarkable in sim ilarity of 
expression to the “ retu rn ” provision of 
the Bayard treaty. All this would suggest, 
on first thought, that the U nited States 
should negotiate with England. 
But a 
moment of reflection will convince us that 
this is not necessary. 
Apparently, volun­ 
tary emigration from Hongkong England 
will not trouble herself to resist. Shecould 
say to us w ith the best grace imaginable, 
“ This Is no affair of ours; these are not 
English subjects; if you do not want them, 
close your doors to them, as has lieen done 
by some of our own colonies, by heavy tax ­ 
ation, and by even more direct methods.” 
This brings us around to the point about 
which all propositions to restrict Chinese 
revolve— prohibition of immigration bv 
direct enactment by the Federal leg isla­ 
ture. T hat is, after all, the one and alto­ 
gether desirable and satisfactory measure 
we need ; a plain, simple declaration that 
no more Chinese laborers, or other Chinese, 
except officials, delegates and students, 
shall be landed upon our shores, except 
they are in transit, and then to remain in 
the country only while making the conti­ 
nental “ portage.” 
There are two such 
bills now before Congress; either of them, 
if passed, will settle the whole question. 


RAILROAD LANDS. 


FURTHER REVIEW OF C. P. R. R. 
DIRECTORS’ REPuRT. 


W hy R a ilro a d L in d a a re not P a t­ 
en ted — T he 
R e su ltin g 
li Jury 
from G overnm ent N eglect. 


M r . C l e v e l a n d may not recognize a 
rebuke if lie met one stalking upon the 
highway. 
Yet it is certain th at in his 
own political household he has received 
a smart rap over the knuckles by the re­ 
cent resolution of the House. 
H e and his 
Cabinet resolved last year to purchase no 
bonds with the surplus in the Treasury. 
This would make the surplus rapidly aug­ 
ment, and give apparent backing to liis 
scheme for its reduction. 
But the Act of 
March, 1832, provided that the Secretary 
of the Treasury might at any time npply 
any surplus money in the Treasury to the 
purchase or redemption of United States 
hoods. But Mr. Cleveland and hisSecretarv 
interpreted the Act to suit theirow n plans; 
that is to say, construed it to lie only a 
temporary provision, because it was a part 
of an appropriation bill. 
Congress has not 
been quick to carry out the reduction of 
the surplus idea, and as the money ac­ 
cumulates very rapidly the Administra­ 
tion has become frightened and given notice 
of its readiness to buy 31 jier cents. 
But 
bow was it in all the months in which the 
Administration refused to make such pur­ 
chases? 
If it is legal to call for proposals 
of surrender of 1-onds now, why lias it not 
lieen legal to do so at any time since the 
passage of the Act ? 


A f t e r all, it takes a good deal of pluck 
to remain a Republican in France and 
stand by the President, Cabinet and Par­ 
liament. 
For Government expenses have 
been so outrageously piled up by the 
Chamber of Deputies—the most extrava­ 
gant body on earth—that it is a little won­ 
der some of the people cry out in alarm 
and others turn from republican institu­ 
tions w ith disgust. T he chief aim of the 
Chamber seems to lie to pa reel out honors 
by casting down Cabinets that new ones 
may di-pense the patronage of thousands 
of offices. 
It is because Boulanger and his 
faction wish to control offices they cannot 
touch under Carnot that th e agitation of 
to-day prevails. 
It is, in short, in France 
as here and everywhere—the greed of 
office, the ambition to “ boss ” the “ spoils,” 
a single Democratic ! 
Re at the root of political venality and 
fiicial corruption. 


Resuming our synoptical presentation of 
the report of the Directors of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company for the year 
1887, wo find the am ount of land sales and 
interest collected for 1887 to am ount to 
$481 541 83. For 1886 the sum was $374,­ 
412 35. Thus the increase was $107,129 48. 
The cash receipts from trust lands were 
$480.792 25; 
for 1886, $367,614 43. 
The 
Trustees of the laud grant mortgage re­ 
deemed $309,000 in bonds at a cost ol $321,­ 
262 50. The bonds cannot now be pur­ 
chased except at a premium, and the funds 
on hand have therefore been deposited in 
the treasury of the company as collateral 
security; therefor the Trustees have re­ 
ceived $500 000 of the C. P. R. It. fifty-year 
bonds of 1936. 
At this point we turn to the attached re­ 
port of the Land Agent and ascertain from 
it that the-e were sold in 1887 231.561 77 
acres. The total net sales were $4u5,323 86, 
cash receipts; trust land account, $480,­ 
792 25. The total cash receipts from ail 
sources were $495 946 10. Other figures are 
presented in detail, not interesting to the 
general public. The text of the report, 
however, emphasizes the declaration made 
by the Directors’ report and the testimony 
adduced before the Pacific Railroad Inves­ 
tigating Commission, that the company has 
not delayed in taking its land patents, but 
that all detavs of that character are charge­ 
able to the Government alone. Thus, the 
agi-nt says, that more than two years of 
time has elapsed since any patents were 
issued to the company, notwithstanding 
that costs of surveying have been paid on 
mere than l.OOo.OOt) acres of land and lists 
of selections have been before the proper 
department for considerably more than two 
years. This delinquency is inflicting, says 
the agent, great pecuniary loss upon the 
company, in inability to avail of a good 
demand in the market. The applicants, 
over 2,000 in number, are mainly occu­ 
pants of odd-numbered sections within the 
limits of the grant to the company, and are 
clamerous for their title. There áre many 
conflicts of claims, and thus a degree of 
uncertainty exista that paralyzes enterprise 
and industry, aud hinders improvement 
and development, and of course becomes an 
obstacle to the growth and settlement of 
the country. 
The withholding of the pateuts by the 
Federal Government, therefore, cuts the 
company out of a favorable market and 
checks development, and thus the corpora­ 
tion is injured doubly. Men cannot build 
houses, plant orchards and improve lands 
in many cases until able to borrow money 
upon their lands, aud this they cunuot do 
until able to use their title as security. The 
Sierra lumber lands are coming into use 
largely, because of increased activity in 
building. Had the title to their lands been 
granted by the Government by issuance of 
patents, these lauds would 
have been 
sources of extended enterprise in building, 
and consequently the company would have 
benefited by increased business and ila 
transportation revenues have been much 
augmented. 
However unjust to the company is this 
dereliction oi the Government, a greater 
hardship falls upon settlers upon odd- 
numbered sections within Ihe limits of the 
graut. Some oi these have been in occu­ 
pancy of the lands for over twenty years, a 
greater num ber for over fifteen years, and 
over 80 per cent, for nearly ten years. The 
advance of price of unimproved lands in­ 
flicts upon them, therefore, pecuniary loss. 
The company will, however, be somewhat 
compensated for its losses because of the 
neglect of the Government by the enhanced 
value of the land at the time the pateuts 
are received. ‘ But,” says the agent, ‘‘this 
compensation is insignificant, compared to 
the ii jury inflicted by arresting develop­ 
ment along the line of the road ' 
The following from this report is not 
capable of briefer statement, and is of such 
interest to occupiers of railroad lands, ami 
of such vaiue to the public in disabusing 
the mind of the idea tbat has been indus­ 
triously promulgated by enemies of the 
company, political demagogues and by 
ignorance, tbat we reproduce it in full: 
“ W hile the settler upon railroad land is 
willing to occupy, cultivate aud improve, 
he cannot reinforce his capital by making 
bis land the basis of security for loans, and 
so long as his title is inchoate, and not ab­ 
solute, he proceeds with improvements 
haliiugly aud unhesitatingly. To render 
the greatest possible service to this class of 
people the lists of selections have been

carefully made, so as to give their lands 
the preference of ail other lands in asking 
for patents. It has been the practice of 
the General Land office at W ashington to 
accord priority to senior applications. 
As 
the General Laud Office is delinquent with 
its business by many years, special pains 
have been taken to form lists of selections 
out of lands occupied, and in tbis way pre­ 
vent the obstruction which lists of unoccu­ 
pied land would make in obtaining title to 
those in occupancy. The tardiness of the 
General Land Office in responding to rea­ 
sonable demands of the company for re­ 
cord evidence of title has operated as a dis­ 
couragement to the formulation of lists ot 
selections, and for the past six m onths 
these lista have not been made. The com­ 
pany is prepared to pay the costa of survey­ 
ing. selecting and conveying, as required by 
law, upon one million additional acres dur­ 
ing the present year, hut the payment of 
such costs would have the effect only of de­ 
positing money in the United States Treas­ 
ury, of the use of which the company 
wouid be deprived, and which at the saute 
lime would be useless to the Government. 
Under the granting Acis moneys so paid 
must be used in prosecuting surveys within 
the granted limits, but the dilatoriness of 
the General Land Office in making such 
surveys relegates the moneys paid into the 
Treasury 
to 
idleness 
and uselessness. 
Nearly one-half of the lands granted in 
aid ot the construction of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad still remains unsurveyed, 
notwithstanding it is now something more 
than a quarter of a century since the grant 
was made, aud for the past few years but 
few surveys have been prostituted, and 
such as have been prosecuted in the field 
have not been approved by the General 
Land Office at Washington, and rem ain in 
a stateof suspension, thoroughly discourag­ 
ing to Deputy United States Surveyors Art 
attempted reduction in the cost ot surveys 
by the General 
Land Office 
has also 
operated to suspend surveys in the field al­ 
most completely.” 
Concerning the prospective value of land, 
the agent reports that the opportunities of 
the land department for observation ren­ 
der it ca(>able of judging of the growth of 
the country. 
This for two years past is 
pronounced to have been in some respects 
almost phenomenal. The new popnlution, 
capital, enterprise and industry, under the 
favoring climatic conditions of California, 
are disclosing valuable uses for lands here­ 
tofore held to be of but little value for 
agriculture or horticulture. 
It is cited that 
olive culture has 
attained 
unexpected 
prominence, and that it is found the oiive 
may be grown profitably on hill lands of 
inferior fertility. Forage plants adapted 
to the louj» dry season have been success­ 
fully experimented with, and much Ian.I 
held heretofore to be arid, is coming into 
use for their growth. 
New methods in agriculture and horti­ 
culture, due to the peculiar and favoring 
climatic conditions of the State, have sup- 
C 
lanled old methods, and the result has 
eett a greatly extended area of available 
fertile lands. The climatic conditions here 
favor the prosecution of higher and more 
valuable ttsea of the soil; 
the return to 
labor in soil cultivation is greater here than 
elsewhere, because of the favorable condi­ 
tions and diversity of product, and hence it 
is thut even lauds tit only for the produc­ 
tion of cereals acquire a higher value with 
us than elsewhere in the United States 
The climate also confers upon California a 
monopoly of production in many species of 
horticulture. The growth of the wine and 
raisin industry, the ready market for olive 
products, the profitableness of orchard 
growing, all tend to occupancy of available 
lands, and to attract to the State large 
capital, aud many industrious and willing 
hands. 
Pursuing this subject farther the teport 
says: ‘‘It is the sober conclusion of the 
most intelligent observers that California is 
on the eve of an unparalleled growth. One 
of these, a gentleman of fsrge observation 
and experience, a leatiing citizen of an 
Ea-tern S'ate, whose personal relations are 
of the best, and whose influence upon pub­ 
lic affairs would secure tor his opinions 
and utterances the respect and attention of 
leading m<-n everywhere. lias recently ad­ 
dressed a letter to the Honorable Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, from which 
the following extract is made, as germane 
to tuaitcts li-reiapresented: * This genera­ 


tion will witness an inpouring which will 
probably make California the em pire State 
of the Union. New York will soon be 
brought within four days of San Francisco, 
and families with moderate means will 
leave Siberian atmospheres for one which 
far surpasses the Italian Riviera, or any 
other European resort. There is toom for 
fifty millions of people on the Pacific Slope, 
with capabilities to develop in material 
wealth and resources sufficient to keep 
pace with any increase which the whole 
capacity of all the Pacific Railway lines 
may be able to transport.’ 
*' To (he development predicted by this 
im partial observer the recent cr mpletion 
of the California and Oregon Railroad, the 
Northern Pacific Railroad aud the Canadian 
Pacific Patlroad is contributing. In a re­ 
cent official publication relating to Mani­ 
toba, Saskatchewan and the Northwest 
Territory generally, it is claimed that north 
of the British line and west of a iine drawn 
north and south through the city of Chi­ 
cago, ‘ there are 550.0U0.000 acres of the 
richest land still unoccupied and idle, 
awaiting the im migrant and settler.' This 
territory is capable of supporting the aver­ 
age density of populations now found in 
the States east of the Mississippi river in 
the United States. It will, therefore, within 
a very few years be occuoied by many 
millions of people. 
The 'completion (if 
railroad facilities makes this land acces­ 
sible, divests pioneer life of the hardships 
and deprivations which characterized it a 
quarter of a century ago, and with these 
advantages 
it 
is 
destined 
to 
have 
early occupation and settlement. The vast 
populations hereafter to occupy this region 
will necessarily be consumers of the fruit 
products of California. This marked dif­ 
ference between climatic conditions, which 
is the basis of all commercial exchange, 
makes the countries under consideration 
naturally suppiemett al to each other's 
wants. The higher uses, 
therefore, to 
which the soils of California are being de­ 
voted are to be stimulated and augmented 
by the markets rapidly opening to us in the 
northwest. These markets will make the 
higher uses we havo discovered for the soils 
of California permanently profitable, and 
will eventually confer upon landed estates 
in this State perhaps a higher average value 
than has been attaiued elsewhere in the 
civilized world.” 
The further report of the Directors and 
the supplemental reports of the depart­ 
ments of tbeircom pany will be synoptically 
presented hereafter.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


TH E BOUNCED REPORTER. 


T ria l o f 
P re n tU s M aul in fo r E je c tin g 
C a r eon. 
The whole day was consumed in the Po­ 
lice Court yesterday in the partial hearing 
of the case of Prentiss Maslin, charged 
with battery, in having ejected from Gov­ 
ernor W aterman's private office one Will. 
Carson, a correspondent of the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner. Besides the numerous wit­ 
nesses present, there was quite a crowd of 
curious spectators who expected to hear 
something spicy, 
in this they were disap­ 
pointed and soon departed, a s 'the case was 
dull and tedious in the extreme, most of 
the time being taken up in prosy and unin­ 
teresting arguments by counsel. 
J. H. McKune appeared to assist City 
Attorney Church in the prosecution. Robt. 
T. Devlin appeared for Mr. Maslin, and 
when the case was called announced to the 
Court that Messrs. David McClure snd Jos. 
D. Redding, of San Francisco, and Grove 
L. Johnson, were engaged as counsel for 
the defense, but were not able to be pres­ 
ent. On this ground he would like to have 
the case continued. City Attorney Church 
opposed a continuance, and Judge Buckley 
ordered the case to proceed. 
Judge Buckley said he had been re­ 
quested by a number of witnesses to bold 
Court at the Capitol Building, as the prose­ 
cuting witness had caused almost every 
person at the Capitol to be subpenaed in 
the case. 11 all of them were required to 
cotne to the Police Court business would 
have to be suspended at the Capitol. 
Mr. McKune said that it was not the in­ 
tention of the prosecution to call any wit­ 
nesses except those who were present at 
the time of the alleged assault, namely, 
Carson, John Skelton and J. C. Gorman. 
Carson arose and announced to the Court 
that he had subpenaed all the rest for the 
benefit of the defense. Judge Buckley 
gave him a severe rebuke, and informed 
him that he did not want any such trifling 
wilh the Court. 
The complaining witness then took the 
stand and testified to the fact oí his being 
forcibly put out of the Governor’s office by 
the defendant. He said that Mr. Maslin 
first hinted to him that be was not wanted 
there, then requested him to go out, and 
upon Lis repeated refusals to go, put him 
out by force. 
There were long arguments by counsel as 
to the admissibility of evidence. The pros­ 
ecution claimed that the office was a public 
one, and that Carson bad a right there, 
while the defense held that the office from 
which Carson was ejected was a private 
office, in charge of Mr. Maslin, who had a 
right 
out upon liis refusal to go 
when he^H ^W juested to. 
J. C. Gorman, of the Controller’s office, 
corroborated the statement of the com­ 
plaining witness as to the m anner in which 
he was put out. 
The prosecution rested their case, and 
Mr. Devlin moved the Court to dismiss the 
case on the ground that there was no evi­ 
dence to convict Mr. Maslin of battery. 
The evidence had simply shown that the 
defendant had removed Carson from the 
office and used no more force thau was 
necessary to accomplish that end. 
Judge Buckley said that all the e v id e n c e 
before him so far was-to the effect that Car­ 
son had gone into the office a n d , upon re­ 
fusing to go out, had been put out with 
such force as was necessary. There might 
be a perfect d e fe n se to this actioD , but iu 
had not yet beeu shown, and he overruled 
the motion. 
Andrew Walton, a porter at the Gov­ 
ernor’s office, was then called tor the 
defense, and described the rooms and how 
Carson had been ejected. 
There was a 
public room and two private rooms. Mas­ 
lin had frst carried Carson out of a private 
room into a public one. but he ran back 
in, and then Maslin picked him up and 
carried him out into the hall and locked 
the door. 
At the conclusion of W alton’s testimony 
the case was continued until this moruing.

T h e K -Street It allroad to b e B u ilt 
O perated B efore Ju ly, 
Nothing so much assists in building up a 
town as the extension of street railways 
into various parts of its suburbs. On Mon­ 
day next R. S. Carey will break ground for 
the K-street road. This will be a branch 
of the city railway extending from Tenth 
and K, on K, to Twentieth. The rails, ties, 
etc., are all on the ground, and the road 
will be completed aDd in operation within 
60 days. The road will at first run with 
swing cars from Tenth 
to Twentieth. 
8hortly afterwards, when more cars can be 
procured, the road will be extended to 
Twenty-fourth and K streets, and then the 
K-street cars will run through to the depot 
the same as those on H and O. This will 
give IS cars on the route from Tenth and K 
to the depot, or a car every three minutes, 
which will be a great accommodation to 
the traveling public. Mr. Carey is building 
three cars at his shops on Twentieth street 
for the new road. They will be what is 
termed “double-enders,” open, and painted 
green, with green lights. He is laying a 
double-track from H to K, on Twentieth 
street, and during fair week all the cars 
will be run direct to Agricultural Park. 
Just as soon as the K-street road is com­ 
pleted the workmen will commence build­ 
ing the road on Nineteenth street, from O 
to Y. This road will be operated with 
swing-cars, transfering to the O-street line, 
and will accommodate a section that is 
rapidly filling up wilh homes. 
Mr. Carey says he expects next year to 
extend his lines H. K and O to Twenty- 
eighth street. 
The new cars will be so constructed that 
they can be used as open canopy cars in 
the summer season and as closed cars in 
the winter. 
“There was a time," Mr. Carey remarked 
to the reporter, “ when H was considered 
the boss street of the town for car-riding, 
bnt O street discounts it now. The cauHe 
of it is the rapidly building up of the 
southeastern suburbs of the city. When 
the Nineteenth street road is built it will 
m ake a splendid feeder for 0 street, and the 
line of travel over that route will almost 
be doubled.” 


THK ACTOR’S WIFE.

The San Francisco Chronicle of yesterday 
says : “ W illiam H. Thompson is an actor 
and is now unmarried.

LIGHTED WITH ELECTRICITY. 


T h e W aterh ou se E lectric L igh ts P u t In 
th e K ailroad Shop». 
W. C. Clark, agent of the Waterhouse 
Electric and 
Manufacturing 
Company, 
came up from the Bay a few days since, 
and put a dynamo in the machine shop of 
the Southern Pacific Company. The work 
was done under the direction of D. Decker, 
electrician. Last evening the machine shop 
was brilliantly illum inated with fifteen 
2,000 candle power lamps, and the me­ 
chanics could see to operate some of the 
machines as well as in daylight. The only 
trouble in the use of an" artificial light is 
the shadow of intervening objects. The 
lamps are placed in such a way that most 
of this is overcome. This is a new system 
in this city, and is the invention of a 
former resident of Sacramento, A. G. 
Waterhouse, who has a manufacturing 
establishment in Hartford. It is presided 
over by his brother, Frank G. Waterhouse, 
for many years with W. P. Coleman in this 
city. 
The blacksmith shop has five of these 
lamps, which give plenty of light for all 
purposes. One beauty of this lamp is that 
it does not flicker, but gives a constant and 
steady light. This is the same lamp that 
was placed in the ferry steamer Piedmont 
some weeks ago. 


I-'rank Zehner’s C ondition. 
Frank Zehner, the man who was stabbed 
night before last by John Kurz in a beer 
saloon on K street, between Sixth and 
Seventh, was removed to the Couuty Hos­ 
pital yesterday morning.

Zehner was 
present and wanted to treat all hands, but 
the proprietor put Kurz out and he and 
Zehner went off together. He had not 
seen them after that. 
Kurz says that he came to this State from 
8t. Louis about eleven months ago, and 
has since worked in San Francisco, at Port 
Costa and on the snowsbeds up the rail­ 
road. He says that he has never been 
arrested before in this State for any offense.
